All of the churches have services on 
Christmas eve and Christmas day and it is a particularly 
special and busy time of the year because it’s a time 
when lots of people who wouldn’t normally come, come 
along to church. It’s really great to welcome old and new 
friends at Christmas time. There is something about 
Christmas that makes people more relaxed, friendlier and 
happier and that’s something about the essence of what 
Christmas is. Christmas is about peace on earth and 
goodwill to all people and we get that most Christmases 
in our churches which is fantastic so it’s a very busy time. 

■ WHAT is your favourite part of Christmas? 

Christmas afternoon. When all the services have finished 
it’s an opportunity to be with the family. It’s such a busy 
time and by Christmas afternoon I’m really tired so it’s 
just a nice time to rest and enjoy Christmas myself with 
the family. 

■ WHAT is your favourite Christmas memory? 

The first Christmas with our daughters was a very special 
Christmas. My wife and I spent a long time getting it 
ready for them and then seeing them enjoying the paper 
and the box more than the present was a really special 
time. We’ve got the blessing of that again this year be¬ 
cause our granddaughter is living with us and it is her 
first Christmas so we are going to enjoy another first 
Christmas this year.

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Chalet owners up in arms 
over council water charges 


MONMOUTH Beach caravan and chalet owners are op¬ 
posing additional water charges enforced by Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

The caravans and chalets are currently connected to 
water meters that indicate individual water usage for each 
site, meaning a retrospective charge can be made to each 
owner. However, the council recently agreed to charge an 
additional £10 for maintenance and eventual replacement 
of the meters, and £25 to cover the costs of administration 
of the water metres, unmetered usage through stand pipes 
and fire hydrants, and the maintenance of the water sup¬ 
ply infrastructure. 

The council have since received a complaint from Tony 
Tuck on behalf of the chalet owners. 

Speaking of the £25 charge, Mr Tuck wrote: “I readily 
admit that if you chose to set up a fairly complicated 
charging system then there will be administrative costs 
and also that the infrastructure must be maintained. 

“However, it is simply not acceptable for the council to 
load the costs of ‘unmetered usage through stand pipes 
and fire hydrants’ onto caravan and chalet owners, for 
these are a necessary cost to the council and used by all 
and sundry. You can calculate what reduction this means

for the £25 charge.” 

Mr Tuck also criticised a comment made by the Mayor, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis, that it was “unfair for the 
water usage to continue to be paid for from the town 
council’s funds, as this did not happen elsewhere”. 

He said: “This statement is simply wrong and should 
not be allowed to stand. 

“The caravans and chalets have, since they were first 
erected, paid for their water supply as part of an inclusive 
site licence. It has never been a ‘burden’ on the local 
council taxpayer. 

“What is at issue now, is how can that be unscrambled 
fairly to enable water meters to be used to determine 
costs, and what reduction should be applied to the site 
licence to reflect the fact that water will from 2010/2011 
be excluded and billed separately?” 

“It is also simply untrue that ‘it does not happen else¬ 
where’. Practices vary; indeed it is commonplace for 
some licences to have water inclusive as part of the li¬ 



cence or rent. It is a matter of real concern that the sum¬ 
ming up of this debate should reveal such glaring igno¬ 
rance of the facts and misunderstandings.” 

Mr Tuck also said that he would be following up the 
“very un-civic language” used by Councillor Stan 
Williams at the Policy Committee meeting earlier this 
month. 

He added: “I also want to register my genuine disap¬ 
pointment at the failure of Lyme Regis Town Council to 
consult with the Chalet and Caravan Owners Association. 
I thought we had reached an understanding. The handling 
of this issue reveals that some of your councillors have 
very short memories, to put it mildly.” 

The complaint was discussed at last week’s full council 
meeting, where chalet owner Councillor Sally Holman 
also expressed her disappointment at the lack of commu¬ 
nication between the council and chalet and caravan own¬ 
ers, adding: “I have no problem paying for the water I 
use but I don’t want to be charged for water that others 
use.” 

She then left the room having expressed a prejudicial 
interest in the matter. 

Councillor Stan Williams said that he had seen the fire 
hydrants being used by other people but thought most of 
their usage was “the responsibility of the chalet owners, 
as they use them to wash their cars and boats”. 

He added: “This is a nasty letter. It’s an attack on my¬ 
self, on the Mayor and on my freedom of speech. 

“What we don’t collect the council taxpayers will have 
to pay. I hope it is sorted out as soon as possible in the 
New Year.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: “Between £6,000 and 
£7,000 of water goes unidentified each year. I am not to¬ 
tally convinced that we are not paying for water we don’t 
need. 

“We will identify where the rest of it goes and someone 
will pay for it.” 

The town clerk Mike Lewis reported that it was cur¬ 
rently being investigated whether any of the water metres 
were still switched on, when they should be off as it is 
winter, or whether is was possible that any other enter¬ 
prise in the Monmouth Beach area had somehow con¬ 
nected to the council’s water meters. 

It was also being considered whether there could be a 
leak in the system, explaining the thousands of pounds 
worth of unidentified water the council has been billed 
for. 

Despite the complaints, the council did not decide to 
change their decision about the additional charges. 

The issue may be considered again the new year when 
a working group will be set up to look in depth at the cost 
of the chalet and caravan site licences, and depending on 
the results of the current investigation.

Sue will return to being an independent operator 
following the closure of Vacation World in Bridge 
Street two weeks ago. 

Sue set up her own independent agency called 
LymeTravel 25 years before selling to Let's GoTravel, 
which then became Harvey World Travel but even¬ 
tually went into administration. 

The Lyme branch then became Vacation World but 
the business was closed and moved to llminster 
with very little notice being given to Sue and her 
staff. 

Sue has been overwhelmed with support from her 
customers and will be opening the new business in 
January.

my car, but then people complain about 
us. If we had a skatepark, we wouldn’t be 
loitering around in our cars and car parks 
anymore.” 

Mr Gage also thanked all those who had 
turned up to support the cause. 

Fran Williams, project manager of the 
Lyme Youth Arts music project “B 
Sharp!”, and Lyme resident Terry O’¬ 
Grady, also attended the meeting to sup¬ 
port the skatepark appeal, as well as to 
request a public meeting about the future 
of the Club for Young People. 

Parents have recently expressed the 
need for an update on the former club 
building in Church Street, which was 
closed several years ago when it was 
deemed unfit for use and remains empty. 

Mrs Williams described youth facilities 
as “urgently needed” in Lyme Regis, 
using the Lyme Youth Arts project as an 
example. 

She said: “The ‘B Sharp! ’ group have to 
use my home for meetings and practices. 
Music equipment is stored in my living 
room and we often have to rent the 


Powerboat Club for sessions. This is not 
ideal.” 

Mrs Williams and Mr O’Grady re¬ 
quested the council put pressure on the 
trustees of the Club for Young People to 
make a decision on what they are going 
to do with the building and to make their 
developments much more open to the 
public. 

When the Club for Young People was 
discussed later in the meeting, Councillor 
Sally Holman, chairman of the Lyme 
Regis Youth Consortium, announced that 
a public meeting was being scheduled for 
January and Oliver Letwin MP was sup¬ 
porting the issue. 

Councillor Peter Williams criticised the 
Club for Young People trustees for not 
being more open about their discussions 
and developments. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: “If people 
want to challenge he trustees position at 
an election, that is fine, but as a public au¬ 
thority we cannot go around telling the 
trustees of anything how to function. 
That, as I hope Councillor Williams will 
recognise, is reality.”

Grant to help communities 
deal with climate change 


THE coastline of Charmouth and Seatown is 
to benefit from a £376,500 funding boost. 

The Jurassic Coast of Dorset and East Devon 
has been selected as one of 15 areas awarded a 
share of government funding to help meet the 
challenges of rising sea levels and coastal ero¬ 
sion posed by climate change. 

Dorset County Council, in partnership with 
Devon County Council and a range of other 
partners under the banner of the Jurassic Coast 
World Heritage Site, has successfully bid for a 
£376,500 portion of the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and Rural Affairs’ (Defra) 
Coastal Change Pathfinder Fund. 

The authorities have identified six of the 
coastal communities most vulnerable to envi¬ 
ronmental change along the Jurassic Coast that 
will benefit from the fund. Charmouth and 
Seatown have been named alongside Swanage, 
Ringstead, Preston Beach Road, Weymouth 
and Sidmouth. 

The money will be used to support a range of

activities aimed at helping coastal communi¬ 
ties along the Jurassic Coast to better under¬ 
stand and adapt to the impacts of coastal 
change. 

Suggested projects outlined in the Pathfinder 
bid include: 

• Developing a range of site-specific coastal 
change scenarios to encourage discussion and 
a deeper understanding of the issues and to 
help form strategies and contingency plans to 
respond to future events; 

• A range of high quality visual media to illus¬ 
trate the extent of past coastal change and po¬ 
tential future change, including dedicated web 
pages at the Jurassic Coast website: 
www.jurassiccoast.com; 

• Developing a ‘coastal change champions’ 
network of community leaders to stimulate and 
shape debate around coastal change at a local 


level; 

• Developing a training programme for a net¬ 
work of coastal change facilitators, drawn from 
planning officers and community development 
workers, to carry out specialist discussion 
around coastal change and responses to it; 

• A major conference in 2011 to spread best 
practice and promote communication between 
communities. 

Hilary Cox, Dorset County Council cabinet 
member for environment, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted that our bid has been successful. The 
coastal communities of Dorset and East Devon 
have lived with dynamic change for genera¬ 
tions but it is clear that the risks and impacts 
from erosion, storms and rising sea levels are 
going to increase in future 
“The Pathfinder funding will help take the fu¬ 
ture discussions we are having with the com¬ 
munities most at risk from these changes to a 
new level, helping us to visualise what change 
may look like and develop options to adapt.”

Councillor questions

At the recent Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil meeting, Councillor Jen ki n said: “As 
the Woodmead Halls is now a venue for 
theatrical events, councillors who are 
also members of the halls’ management 
committee must have conflicting inter¬ 
ests and therefore should not comment 
on the Marine Theatre.” 

Councillor Stan Williams, who is chair¬

the chairman of the LymeArts Commu¬ 
nity Trust, which runs the Marine The¬ 
atre, and they had agreed the two venues 
“complement one another.” 

He added: “We work solely for local 
organisations. Everything we do is to 
help the local community and charities. 
I think this is a nasty comment to make 
and an attack on the Woodmead Halls 
that is totally unjust.” 

The dispute came after Councillor 
Williams made comments at a Policy 
Committee meeting, when it was decided 
a further £32,000 of the council’s money 
would be given to theatre next year.

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 

One of the best places to start looking is in the 
NFRC (National Federation of Roofing Contractors) 
Directory which lists proven property professionals 
from all over the UK. Always make sure the roofing 
contractor you hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a 
dishonest contractor. 

It is every homeowner’s nightmare. Hiring a 
contractor that seemed capable on first impression, 
only to have them make a mess of your beautiful 
home through lack of skill! Luckily, your best 
protection against this disappointment is good old 
fashioned word of mouth. Ask friends, family or 
neighbours for recommendations (or warnings!) 
regarding local contractors. Ask them if the work was 
completed to schedule and within budget. Also, you 
can ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of 
references and photos of their work. Any good 
contractor will be happy to show you these. If they’re 
not, it’s probably best to look elsewhere. 

What to look out for 

• Commonly used ‘sales pitches’: Anything that 
sounds too good to be true usually is. Be 
especially aware of very low initial estimates. 

• Door knockers: never hire a contractor who 
offers their services door to door. 


• Pointing out fictional problems: View 
descriptions of awful or very complicated 
problems with suspicion. If you can’t easily 
find out about it online, it’s probably not true. 

• “It’s urgent!”: Undue stress of this point is 
always a bad sign. An honest contractor 
will not pressure you into making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and 
complexity of the job and on the materials used. For 
example, imported slate is very expensive, but locally 
sourced slate can be more economical, and 
manufactured slating, like fibre cement, can be 
cheaper still. No matter which roofing material you 
choose, always consider written quotes (never 
verbal!) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most 
professionals will produce a quote within 2 or 3 days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered Trade Member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered 
in a national trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be 
specific. If a worker is hurt and the roofing contractor 
does not have insurance the home owner is liable. 
Ask to have current certificates sent to you. Do not 


accept the roofing contractor at their word. They may 
carry health, life and car insurance. Bland assur¬ 
ances of insurance coverage may refer to these. 
(Does your roofer’s insurance cover him if he is not 
qualified)? 

3. What is the company’s workmanship 
warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are longer. 
The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not 
really as important as customer referrals. Most 
workmanship errors will be found within the first year, 
probably the first good storm. The reason this 
question is important is most roofing contractors will 
warranty the workmanship, and the manufacturer will 
warranty the product as long as it is installed 
correctly. Make sure you understand warranties. 

4. Does your roofer carry out risk assessments 
and method statements for each job by a quali¬ 
fied site supervisor? What is a risk assessment? 

A, Identify the hazard. 

B, Decide who might be harmed and how. 

C, Evaluate the risk and decide on precautions 

D, Record your findings and record them 

E, Review your assessment and update if necessary 

5. Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 

6. Does your roofer have an NVQ or are 
trained/approved in the job to be carried out.

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What is and is not allowed on the 
seafront should become clearer 


LYME Regis councillors have been consider¬ 
ing the future of concessions on the seafront 
and beach areas. 

Concessions including the controversial stone 
balancing have, in recent years, caused confu¬ 
sion amongst the council about what is and is 
not allowed on the seafront. However, the town 
clerk Mike Lewis is currently writing a report 
entitled “The Future of Seafront/Beach Con¬ 
cessions 2010 onwards”, which will lay down 
definitive rules. 

Councillors discussed the report at the recent 
Policy Committee meeting, where Councillor 
Ken Hitchcock expressed concern about the 
condition of the beach where the bouncy castle 
is sited during summer. 

The committee agreed to advertise to those 
interested in operating an “amusement activ¬ 
ity” on the site, but another bouncy castle will 
not be considered in the future. 

Councillors also discussed including two

deckchairs from the deckchair concession in 
every council-owned beach hut. Councillor 
Peter Williams suggested buying “director 
style” chairs to include in the beach huts, and 
Councillor Lucy Campbell suggested branding 
deckchairs from the current concession so they 
were identifiable from the rest of the stock. 

The committee struggled to reach a decision 
and decided to discuss the matter further when 
prices for different types of chairs were avail¬ 
able. 

Councillor Williams said: “I find it astonish¬ 
ing that the majority of this council are happy 
to let out our beach huts with no seating.” 

He claimed that staff at Rinky Tinks Ice 
Cream Parlour on the Cart Road, who let out 
the huts, had been asked by customers for their 
money back and had found potential customers 
lost interest in the huts when they realised they 


were empty. 

Councillor Williams added: “What must they 
be telling their friends about Lyme Regis? This 
is a holiday resort and a successful holiday re¬ 
sort depends on satisfied returning customers.” 

The council agreed to advertise tenders for 
the deckchair concession and the skiff hire for 
three-year periods, and tenders for the hair 
braiding concession for a one-year period. 
Members also requested that the area for hair 
braiding in the Marine Parade shelters be 
clearly marked and enforced by the council’s 
enforcement officer. 

Councillors Peter and Stan Williams also ex¬ 
pressed concerns that the stone balancing con¬ 
cession, run by artist Adrian Gray, displayed 
photographs for sale along the Cart Road over 
the past two summers. The committee agreed 
this was an enforcement issue and the enforce¬ 
ment officer would be asked to pay particular 
attention to it in the summer.

Her Doctor Who co-star David Tenant (not him, again?!!) is 
among those making guest appearances. 

Of course, Christmas wouldn't be Christmas without 
Morecambe and Wise. We all moan when the Beeb drag out 
the repeats but we still watch them. 

You can catch Eric and Ernie's 1973 Christmas Special - 
again - on Boxing Day (BBC2,9:10pm). 

And you can also watch Ant and Dec trying to emulate the 
duo with their own Christmas show earlier the same 
evening (ITV1,7:30pm). 

DRAMA 

AS FOR drama, well, if you can watch it with a straight face 
having seen Victoria Wood's send-up, the second of a two- 


part festive special of Cranford is on December 27th (BBC1, 
9pm). Judi Dench, Imelda Staunton and Jonathan Pryce star. 

ITV serves up the long overdue sequel to the ground¬ 
breaking The Naked Civil Servant on Christmas Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

John Hurt returns as Quentin Crisp in An Englishman In 
New York (ITV1, 9pm). Sex and the City's Cynthia Nixon co- 
stars in this one-off play, picking up from where the original 
1975 production left off. 

David Suchet is back as Agatha Christie's Hercule Poirot 
on Christmas Day (ITV1,9pm) in 'Appointment With Death'. 
Remarkably, Suchet has only ten more Poirot stories to film, 
having now made 61 with ITV since 1989! 

CLASSIC CHRISTMAS 

WHAT I look forward to the most at Christmas is the BBC's 
ghost story offering. 

This tradition, which has recently been revived, goes back 
to the 1970s; each year a different tale - usually adapted 
from one of M.R. James' short stories - would terrify audi¬ 
ences and act as the perfect antidote to seasonal over-in¬ 
dulgences.

BEST OF THE REST 

FOR the petrolheads amongst you, or those that simply love 
watching three grown men acting like schoolboys, there's 
another modern Christmas tradition on offer - the Top Gear 
Christmas Special. 

This year Jeremy, Richard and James are off to Bolivia, with 
the challenge of driving some old bangers through the 
heart of the Amazon jungle to the coast of Chile. Find out

■THE common abbreviation for Christmas to Xmas is de¬ 
rived from the Greek alphabet. X is letter Chi, which is the 
first letter of Christ's name in the Greek alphabet. 

■ OLIVER Cromwell, banned Christmas carols in England 
between 1649 and 1660. Cromwell thought that Christ¬ 
mas should be a very solemn day so he banned carols 
and parties. The only celebration was a sermon and a 
prayer service. 

■ THE Puritans in America tried to make Thanksgiving 
Day the most important annual festival instead of Christ¬ 
mas. 

■ SILENT Night was written in 1818, by an Austrian priest 
called Joseph Mohr. He was told the day before Christmas 
that the church organ was broken and would not be re¬ 
paired in time for Christmas Eve. He was saddened by this 
and could not contemplate Christmas without music, so 
he wrote a carol that could be sung by choir to guitar 
music. He sat down and wrote three stanzas. Later that 
night the people in the little Austrian church sang "Stille 
Nacht" for the first time. 

■ ST Francis of Assisi introduced Christmas carols to for¬ 
mal church services. 

■ Telesphorus, the second Bishop of Rome (125-136 AD) 
declared that public church services should be held to 
celebrate'The Nativity of our Lord and Saviour.'ln 320 AD, 
Pope Julius I and other religious leaders specified Decem¬ 
ber 25th as the official date of the birth of Jesus Christ.

■ DECEMBER 26th was traditionally known as St 
Stephen's Day, but is more commonly known as Boxing 
Day. This expression came about because money was col¬ 
lected in alms-boxes placed in churches during the fes¬ 
tive season. The money was then distributed to the poor 
and needy after Christmas. 

■ MELBOURNE, Australia has a sporting Boxing Day tra¬ 
dition.The Melbourne Cricket Ground hosts a Cricket test 
match. Sometimes this attracts 90,000 spectators. Cricket 
is Australia's premier Summer sport. 

■ THE first printed reference to Christmas trees 
appeared in Germany in 1531 

■ IN 1836, Alabama was the first state in the USA to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ IN 1843, the first Christmas card was printed in 
England for Sir Henry Cole. He was a busy man who 
wanted to save time in his own Christmas letters, 
but was also interested in encouraging the ex¬ 
pansion of the postal system. A thousand 
copies of the card were sold at one shilling 
each. It was not until the 1860s that the pro¬ 
duction of cards accelerated, with cheaper 
printing methods.Then in 1870, the Post 
Office introduced a halfpenny stamp for 
sending cards. 

■ AT midnight on Christmas Eve in 
1914 firing from the German 
trenches during the First World 
War suddenly stopped. A Ger¬ 
man brass band began 
playing Christmas car¬ 
ols. Early, on Christmas 
morning, the German 
soldiers came out of their 
trenches, approaching the 
allied lines, calling 
"Merry Christmas". At 
first the allied soldiers 
thought it was a trick, 
but they soon climbed 
out of their trenches and 
shook hands with the German 
soldiers. The truce lasted a few 


days, and the men exchanged presents of cigarettes and 
plum puddings, sang carols and songs.They even played 
a game of soccer. 

■ IN 1937, the first postage stamp to commemorate 
Christmas was issued in Austria 

■ The actual gift givers are different in various countries: 

- Spain and South America: The Three Kings 

- Italy: La Befana (a kindly old witch) 

- England: Father Christmas 

- France: Pere Noel (Father Christmas) 

- Russia: In some parts - Babouschka (a grandmotherly 
figure); in other parts Grandfather Frost. 

- Germany: Christkind (angelic messenger from Jesus) 
She is a beautiful fair haired girl with a shining crown of 
candles. 

- Scandinavia: a variety of Christmas gnomes. One is 
called Julenisse 

- Holland: St Nicholas 

■ IN 1834, Queen Victoria's husband, Prince Albert 
brought the first Christmas tree to Windsor Castle 
for the Royal family. 

■ IN 1856, President Franklin Pierce decorates the 
first White House Christmas tree. 

■ IN 1907, Oklahoma became the last USA state to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ Every year since 1947 the people in Oslo have 
given a Christmas tree to the city of Westmin¬ 
ster. The gift is an expression of goodwill and 
gratitude for Britain's help to Norway in the 
1939-1945 war. 

■ THE first American Christmas carol was 
written in 1649 by a minister named John 
de Brebeur and is called "Jesus is Born". 

■ MEXICANS call the poinsettia 
"Flower of the Holy Night" - the Holy 
Night is the Mexican way of saying 
Christmas Eve. 

■ TOM Smith who owned a 
sweet shop in London was the 
originator of the cracker. In the 
1840s Tom found that people 
liked sugar almonds, but 
while he was in France 
he discovered a variety of 
sweets wrapped up in a 
twist of paper. 

These bonbons were 
popular, so Tom de¬ 
cided to copy them. 
When Tom noticed that 
young men were buying 
them to give to their 
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sweethearts he began to place "love mottoes" on small 
slips of paper inside the sweet wrapping. 

In 1846Tom's thoughts turned towards Christmas - in¬ 
stead of sweets he thought he would place toys and nov¬ 
elties inside the twisted wrapping. He experimented with 
this and came up with the idea of producing a wrapping 
that could be pulled apart - the cracker as we know it 
today. 

■THE word carol is derived from the old French word car- 
oiler which derives from the Latin choraula.This itself was 
derived from the Greek choraules 

■ THE biggest selling Christmas single of all time is Bing 
Crosby's White Christmas. 

■ A GOOSE was customary Christmas fare until Henry VIII 
took it upon himself to tuck into a turkey. Mince pies 
were once shaped like mangers and are thought to date 
back to the sweetmeats formerly presented to the Vati¬ 
can on Christmas Eve. 

■ HANGING the Christmas stocking on the hearth on 
Christmas Eve in the hope that it will be filled with pres¬ 
ents the next morning is a custom that goes back about 
400 years. 

It derived from the custom in Holland of children plac¬ 
ing wooden shoes next to the hearth the night before 
the arrival of St. Nicholas. The children would fill their 
shoes with straw and food for St Nicholas's for the don¬ 
key that carried the gifts. In exchange he would leave 
them a small gift such as small cakes, fruits and other 
gifts. Stockings were substituted for the shoes in Britain, 
most of Europe and in North America. 

■ A WREATH with holly, red berries and other decora¬ 
tions began from at least the 17th century. Holly, with its 
sharply pointed leaves, symbolised the thorns in Christ's 
crown-of-thorns. Red berries symbolised the drops of 
Christ's blood. A wreath at Christmas signified a home 
that celebrated to birth of Christ.

I n my books, the perfect bird is 6.5kg- 8kg in 
weight because that's a good size to handle, 
feeds about 10 to 14 people and has better 
flavour than bigger birds. If you're buying from 
a small producer, like the lovely turkey I used 
from my mate Paul Kelly, you'll often find these 
birds come with their own cooking instruc¬ 
tions. Really good-quality birds do cook in a 
shorter time so follow the instructions if it has 
them. 

This year I'm using a flavoured butter to give 
a bit of extra love to my turkey, and this is a job 
you can do the day before. You can find my 
recipe in the Christmas issue of Jamie Maga¬ 
zine or simply make your own. Get your turkey 
and use a spoon to work your way between the 
skin and the meat. Start at the side of the cavity 
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Open Boxing Day - Closed Christmas Day 



just above the leg and work 
gently up towards the 
breastbone and towards 
the back so you create a 
large cavity. Pick up half of 
your butter and push it into 
the cavity you've created. 
Use your hands to push it 
through the skin right to 
the back so it coats the 
breast meat as evenly as 
possible. Do the same on 
the other side then rub any 
leftover butter all over the 
outside of the bird to use it 
up. If you've got any herb 
stalks left over, put them in 
the cavity of the turkey for 
added flavour as it cooks. 
Cover the turkey in cling 
film and keep in the fridge 
until you need it. 

Take your turkey out of 
the fridge a few hours be¬ 
fore you are ready to put it 
in the oven so it has time to 
come up to room tempera¬ 
ture. That flavoured butter 
will already be under the 
skin so you'll only need a 
few tweaks to finish it off. 
Halve 2 to 4 clementines 
and pop them in the cavity 
with a few more sprigs of 
fresh herbs like rosemary, 
bay and thyme. The fruit 
will steam and flavour the 
birds in a really lovely way. 
Take a sprig of fresh rose¬ 
mary, pull off the leaves at 
the bottom then spear that 
through the loose skin 
around the cavity to hold it 
together and keep it from 
shrinking back as the turkey 
cooks. 

Open up the neck cavity 
and pack as much stuffing 
as possible in there, then 
carefully pull the skin back 
over the cavity, tuck it 
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under the bird and pop it in 
the roasting tray. If you've 
already made your gravy 
like I've done, you won't 
need a vegetable trivet, if 
not, do that now by roughly 
chopping 2 or 3 carrots, 3 
peeled onions and 2 celery 
sticks. Preheat your oven to 
full whack and get the 
turkey in the roasting tray. 
As soon as it goes in the 
oven, immediately turn the 
heat down to 180°C/350°F/ 
gas 4. 

As a rough guide, you 
want to cook the turkey for 
about 35 to 40 minutes per 
kilogram, so a 7kg turkey 
will want about 4 to 41/2 
hours in the oven. But there 
are so many variables such 
as the sort of oven you have 
and the quality of your bird. 
Check on your turkey every 
30 minutes or so and keep 
it from drying out by bast¬ 
ing it with the lovely juices 
from the bottom of the pan. 
After 31/2 hours, remove the 
foil so the skin gets golden 



and crispy. If you are at all 
worried just stick a meat 
thermometer in the thick¬ 
est part of the breast. When 
the internal temperature 
has reached 65°C for a 
good quality bird, and 
about 82°C for a cheaper 
bird, it's ready to come out. 

Carefully put a metal 
skewer in the cavity and 


use it to lift the bird and 
angle it over the roasting 
tray so all of the juices from 
the cavity run out. Move 
the turkey to a platter then 
cover it with a double layer 
of tinfoil and 2 tea towels to 
keep it warm while it rests 
for at least 30 minutes.

Frustrating trip 
for Buckler 

BOB Buckler suffered a wasted 500 mile 
round trip on Saturday in a bid to keep 
The Sawyer's impressive run of form 
going but was thwarted by the weather. 

The Henley trainer had the 9-year-old 
chestnut gelding entered for both the 
Graduation Steeplechase over 2 miles 5 
Vi furlongs at Ascot and also the Tommy 
Whittle Handicap Steeplechase over 3 
miles at Haydock, both on Saturday. 

With the cancellation of Ascot on Fri¬ 
day due to snow. Buckler and his team, 
having checked with the clerk of the 
course at 6.30am on Saturday that rac¬ 
ing was on set off for Cheshire. 

"We arrived around 10.30am and 
walked the course and it was raceable 
and we were all set to go. However it

He said: "I'm based in Dorset now, I've got a county contract, 
and I'm proud to be in the Somerset seconds. 

"I haven't made a decision about whether I am going to con¬ 
tinue playing for Bashley yet but even if Hampshire wanted 
me to play county cricket for them I would choose Somerset. 

"Justin Langer and Marcus Trescothick have advised me to 
develop the right mental approach to one-day and four-day 
cricket and not to put too much pressure on myself. 

"Somerset is the right county for me."
